Some of the Loyal Citizens Who

One of the membership roll call 
workers this past week, on inviting 
a prominent local citizen to join the 
Red Cross, was questioned as to 
when Red Cross first became es- 
tablished in the city. Realizing the 
same thought may occur to other 
prospective members, a check back 
was made on the records” of the 
local chapter. 

The Terre Haute chapter. of the 
American Red Cross had its in- 
ception August 12, 1916, when a 
few Terre Haute citizens interested 
in civic welfare met to hear a rep- 
resentative from the central division 
of the Red Cross explain the work of 
the organization.
